Monday, May 3, the Annual Town 
Meeting will be held at Tewksbury 
Memorial High School at 8 p.m. 
One of the Articles that will come 
before the Tewksbury residents for 
avote is Article 37. If this Article is 
passed, it would mean rezoning a 
19.65 acre parcel of land on Rogers 
Street, behind Meadowland Ice 
Gream stand, from R-40 one acre to 
MFD/55 (Multiple Family Dwell- 
ing/55). If this land is rezoned, a 
proposed development consisting 
of 54 freestanding residential units, 
acommunity center and active and 
passive recreational facilities could 
lié built on this property. 

As a homeowner in this neigh- 
borhood for over 23 years, I would 
like to share with you my feelings 
about this rezoning issue. I grew up 
in the city but always enjoyed trav- 
eling north of Boston to the sub- 
urbs. I had always hoped of some- 
day owning a home and raising a 
family in a town such as Billerica, 
Tewksbury, Wilmington or 
Burlington. While visiting relatives 
if’ these areas I found it so enjoy- 
able. 

/1 enjoyed the open space, the 
quietness of the area and the beauty 
ofthe land. When my husband and 
[decided to look for a home we 
found Tewksbury to be very desir- 
able. The location of our home sat 
in an area where there was much 
apen space. Werealized in time this 
would change and development 
would come to this area. The zoning 
maps of this area showed it to be 
2ned R-40 one acre and this was 
ne reason why we chose this loca- 
tion. There would be plenty of yard 
pace for the children to play and 
the houses would not be on top of 


one another. 

Over the past 23 years, this area 
has been development. Much of the 
development consists of one acre 
house lots, which is in keeping with 
the zoning laws and other house 
lots in the neighborhood. However, 
we are now faced with a very upset- 
ting issue of, ing 19.65 acres 
that sits in the middle of anR-40 one 
acreneighborhood. This should not 
be allowed and we must not allow 
this to happen. I do not stand alone 
in my opposition of this land being 
rezoned. Over 245 of my neighbors 
have signed a petition in opposition 
to rezoning this land. I feel this is 
only the beginning of what could 
take place in many other areas of 
town. We need to come together 
and send a message to those who 
wish to over develop our commu- 
nity for their own personal benefit 
and that wares we we will not sit 
idle and let this happen to our com- 
munity. 

Fighting for what you believe in 
can sometimes take a great deal of 
effort, dedication and persistence, 
but in the long run it is truly worth 
it. Let us not be driven out by over 
development and feel wemust move 
elsewhere to seek what we once had 
in Tewksbury; a quiet area with 
beautiful land and open space. Let’s 
not look back someday wishing we 
had come together to keep Tewks- 
bury what it once was. Remember, 
“United we stand, divided we fall.” 

Please join us on May 3, at the 
Annual Town Meeting to show your 
opposition to the rezoning of this 
parcel of land.

Can you depend on a child to be truthful? Would you jeopardized 
his health or welfare on his spoken word? A child’s immature ability 
to express himself can easily confuse reality with fantasy. His need 
for acceptance can at times overshadow candid conclusions. This is 
especially true if the child is trying to save his self esteem. Just to 
admit that he can’t achieve or perform adequately can cause the 
need to deceive. This is not to say that all children lie, but the 
probability is there. Of course there are the children who have no 
reason to lie, because the truth has greater benefits. 

Incounseling hundreds of children, this assumption that there can 
be lying has been confirmed to me by the frequency with which 
children fabricate facts. Due to this belief, I will not counsel children 
unless parents are involved. Basing one’s therapy solely ona child’s 
interpretation could be like playing in a ball park that doesn’t exist. 
This is why it’s so important your child tell the truth to his therapist. 
Will he be candid about problems relating to school, parents, and 
himself? Children can give a completely different picture unrelated 
to the truth. They will deny to make things look rosy. It could be to 
cover their parents’ inappropriate actions that are hurting this child.

Article 41, which requests that

station and 160 space parking lot 
would go a long way towards 
beautifying the downtown area. 

However, the majority of voters 
agreed with Planning Board 
member Scott Garrant, who said 
the article should be approved to 
force the MBTA to address the 
town's concerns regarding the 
project. 

"A message must be sent, that if 
the MBTA expands their station, 
they must deal with us," Garrant 
said. "And deal with us fairly." 

The MBTA proposed plans for 
the rail station expansion have 
not conformed to their site plan 
review. A major disagreement 
between the Planning Board and 
the MBTA has been over the 
planned handicapped access to 
the inbound platform. Under cur- 
rent plans, handicapped com- 
muters would have to either 
"wheel" or “crutch” over 800 feet 
to a platform which would permit 
handicapped access. 

Other criticisms of the rail sta- 
tion expansion, not necessarily 
from the Planning Board, are 
that it is not placed in an opti- 
mum location, that there was no 
consideration given to the 
increase in traffic problems, and 
the lot would be an eyesore if not 
properly maintained. 

Cain said that, if the town and 
the MBTA worked together, and 
the Planning Board was allowed 
to perform a normal site plan 
review, then the problems with 
the station could be managed. 

“We are not opposed to the park- 
ing lot facility, but we're opposed 
to it as it is presented,” Selectmen 
Robert J. Cain said. “We need to 
accommodate [the MBTA], but 
let’s do it reasonably, let's look at 
it again.” 

Article 5, the town’s budget, had 
some opposition, but passed with 
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wrap-up — 


a majority. Several questions 
were raised regarding the limits 
to which the town could raise 
taxes. 

“We are limited by the state stat- 
ute, by proposition 2 1/2," said 
‘Tow Manager Mike Caira. "Taxes 
themselves will increase no more 
than 2 1/2%, with the exception of 
the Public Safety Building and 
Middle School debt exemptions. 
We cannot raise tax levy’s beyond 
what the state allows.” 

The residents were concerned 
that the article asked for their 
vote on figures that were uncer- 
tain. “Our budget is based on 
proposition 2 1/2. We can’t deter- 
mine what the tax rate is a year 
from now, property values 
[change], but we are limited to 
what we can raise,” Caira said. 

Even though Caira’s salary in- 
crease to $92, 021 was challenged, 
the budget items passed with 
minimal opposition. “The depart- 
ment salaries are excessive. I 
think we need to see some ceil- 
ing,” said Al Swenson, a resident 
of Wilmington. He indicated that 
the town is not wealthy and the 
budget should remain within 
what the town can actually sup- 


port. 

Article 11, which allows the town 
to raise $32,000 to upgrade the 
North Wilmington parking area 
was passed. F 

“{We will] repave, re-stripe and 
improve the landscaping [of the 
lot]." Caira said. "We believe we 
can also, depending on the board 
of Selectmen, come up with a 
method to fund the maintenance 
of the parking lot.”

" ‘The four people that made up 
the Beatles have left us with the 
memories of their music, which 
was a style unique in an age of 
rock and roll that was anathema 
to anything that had been heard 
before. 

Although the three remaining 
survivors of the group from 
across London’s Mersey River, 
that rewrote musical history are 
no longer creating their sound, 
luckily for many New England- 
ers, a group of five professional 
musicians’ has recaptured the 
Sound almost to its original tones. 

Beatle Juice plays “all Beatles 
all the time” and according to co- 
founder John “Muzz” Muzzy it is 
a dream come true. 

“I put the group together in the 
summer of 1994,” Muzz said. 

He is the drummer for the 
group that was started partially 
so that Muzz could play on a 
smaller drum set such as the one 
that Ringo used. 

“I thought we could play one 
Sunday a week,” Muzz recalled. 
“We started playing one Friday 
night and it just took off.” 

The group's popularity stems 
as much from the fact of the 
music. they play-as how well they 
play it. As most musicians know, 
playing benefit performances can 
be a tough “gig” as most of the 
people in attendance are socializ- 
ing with each other. 

However, during a recent bene- 
fit at St. Mary’s School in Lynn, 
Beatle Juice started on time and 
had the crowd up dancing within

He noted, “The Beatles 
stopped touring in 1966 because it 
was becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult to reproduce their complex 
studio techniques and arrange- 
ments on a live stage.” 

With Baker on the the key- 
board, according to Muzz, Beatle 
Juice is able to recreate the later 
sounds of the Beatles. 

“Steve is another Beatles 
fanatic,” Muzz said, “He’s a real 
student of the music and the chal- 
lenge for him is to recreate the 
instrument sounds and arrange- 
ments as close as to the originals 
as possible.” 

Muzz is also no stranger tothe 
stage. He has played in such 
groups as Farren (formerly 
Farrenheit) and has collaborated 
with groups such as The Fools. 

Muzz said, “Brad and I have 
been friends for about 15 years 
and we've often talked about get- 
ting a band like this together. 
Finally I went out and bought a 
‘Ringo (drum) kit’ and more or 
less forced the issue.” 

As the group was originally 
planned it was “supposed to be a 
hobby. .We thought it would be 
fun,” Muzz said. 

However, they soon found out 
that a lot of people shared the 
group’s enthusiasm for the 
Beatle’s music.

Boomers and their parents 
are talking past each other, or 
not talking at all, about the 
older generation's ability to live 
on their own, according to a new 
study from AARP Connections 
for Independent Living 


The survey, “Independent 
Living: Do Older Parents and 
Adults Children See It the Same 
Way?, found that more than two 
in three older parents (67 per- 
cent) have not talked with their 
boomer-aged children about 
independent living issues, 
although they think that doing 
so will be easy or very easy (80 
percent). In a related AARP 
study, the majority of boomers 
surveyed (64 percent) said it is 
very easy or easy to talk with 
their older parents about their 
ability to live independently, but 
68 percent of respondents also 


said they have not done so. 

“The tables have turned on 
the generations. Boomers who 
may have been tough to talk 
with in their youth now face the 
challenges of talking about sen- 
sitive issues with their parents,”

(Veterinarians 
and other animal welfare orga- 
nizations throughout the country 
are also using the scanner.) 

Microchips offer a safe and 
inexpensive addition to the tra- 
ditional collars and tags which 
can be removed or accidentally 
fall off. The microchip is inert 
and encapsulated with biocom- 
patible material, which means 
the animal should not have any 
rejection or allergic reaction to
